Authors of the 
greatest literature have not, as a rule, 
had the greatest rewards, but at the 
inline tithe some of them have found 
financial necessity a sufficient inspir- 
ation for the work that came from 
their pens. Shakespeare, for exam- 
ple, 
would probably never have writ- 


ten hud he not been spurred by the 
need of creating plays that would 
bring him an income; yet it may be 
doubted if he would have produced 
greater work if he had been 
free 


from such necessity. 


The same inference may be made 


of later writers. 
Sir Walter Scott 


wrote his novels with the distinct 
purpose of making money. Without 
this stimulus the books that made his 
fame might never have had existence. 
Dickens ind Thackeray wrote novels 
as they would have practiced law or 
medicine—as a profession by which 
ihes hoped to earn a living. They 
won both money and fame, and it is 
not liKel> that their books would be 
better literature than they are if the 
au*hors had been Inspired bj less

about art for art's sake. 
While a 


writer who seeks Immediate pecun- 
iary returns for his work munt in- 
e\itably be influenced to some extent 
hy his conception of the public ta*tt, 
vet this is no reason why he should 
not put the best of himself Into hit;
